deem itself a substitute for the big 
powers, or for Dr. Jarring, Sene- 
gal’s head of state raised his glass 
to the “Negro-African and Semitic 
dialectic” and to a just and last- 
ing peace for 81} the peoples of the 
Middle East. 


President Zalman Shazar last 
night expressed hope the four visft- 
ing African emissarles would con- 
tinue thefr efforts to promote a 
lasting settlement of the Arab- 
TsraeHi conflict. 

Addressing the state dinner Presi- 
dent Shazar said: “The problems you 
have dealt with are, indeed, both 
large aad intricate, and I am

‘both our people and government, 
the ardent hope for the achieve- 
ment of a lasting settlement," Mr.

Mr. Heykal was considered to be 
reflecting official views in denouncing 
the latest American peace efforts. 

In an article prepared for today, 
Mr. Heykal said: “The jatest Amer- 
ican manoeuvre was an offer of 


mediation between Egypt and Isreel 
in New York through Assistant 


Secretary of State Joseph Sisco, Zone 


who would act as ἃ go-between. 
This offer was unacceptable to Bgypt 
for several reasons.” He said it 
added nothing new to the situation 
since the positions of Egypt and 
Israel were well-known to 
the U.S. It represented a return to 
the so-called “Rhodes formula” 

“In fact,” Mr. Heykal said, “lt is 
worse than the Rhodes formula 
because it wiH not be conducted 
under the auspices of Jarring but 
— worst of ail — under the auspices 
of the United States.” 

"This would mean that any solu- 
tion reached would be an American 
solution, out the UN. 
Security Council resolution of No- 
vember 22, 1967, isolating the Big 
Four and burying the mission of 
UN. envoy Dr. Gunnar, Jarring 
for ever. 


‘The U.8., having neither the will 
nor the power to exert pressure on 
Isyael, was now trying to exert 
pressure on Egypt, he «wrote. 

The prominent newspaperman, In 
the first of ἃ series of articles on 
his recent visit to Europe, said he 
had informed his many questioners 
on the subject that Egypt was not 
pre} to accept “any old solu- 
tion” that would bring peace. 


POLITICAL SOLUTION 
‘The Egyptisn Govermment had 
a long way to secure a poli- 
tical solution, including its ac- 
ceptance of four-power talks, the 
Jarring mission and efforts by U.S. 
Secretary of State Wiliam Rogers, 
while President Sadat had offered 
his own initiative for reopening the 
Suez Canai. 

Mr. Heykal warned: “The quiet- 
mess now prevailing in Egypt is 
probably the quietness that precedes 
ἃ storm.” He said he had been ask- 
ed in Europe — he visited Britain 
and West Germany — whether the 
Egyptian army was sufficiently pre- 
pared for the battle.

Israel-Bonn ties 


TEL AVIV. — Minister of Trans- 
porc and Communications Shimon 
Peres told a group of visiting Ger- 
man journalists and senior Govern- 
ment officials here yesterday that 
Israel does not oppose diplomatic 
ties between Germany and the Arab 
worid. 

He said Israel does not claim a 
monopoly on such ties, but added 
that there must be a “special 
aspect" to relations between Ger- 
many and Israel.

Mobutu first head of 
state in East Jerusalem 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondent 

President Mobutu of Zaire yes- 
terday became ‘the first head of 
state to visit East Jerusalem 
since the city was united in June 
1967. Breaking the rules laid 
down ‘by President Senghor of 
Senegal, who confined the mission 
of four African heads of state 
to official talks only and ruled 
out any other mee and visits 
‘by them, General Mobutu stopped 
at shrines holy to the three main 
monotheistic faiths. 

President Mobutu’s motorcade, 
which included Zaire’s Foreign Min- 
tester, Mr. M. Cardoso, and sentor 
aides, left the King David Hotel 
at 10.30 am., entering the Old City 
through Jaffa Gate for visits to 
the Christian, Jewish and Moslem 
holy sites. President Mobutu, who 
is a Catholic, walked several hundred 
metres through the Arab market 
towards the entrance to the Holy 
Sepulchre where he was greeted by 
Catholic and Orthodox clergymen. 
After visiting the church, where he 
was shown around by a Francisian 
priest, Zaire's President drove past 
the Armenian and Jewish quarters 
to the Western ‘Wall. 

He was received there by Rabbi 
‘Perla and Rabbi Getz, to the sound 
of the ululations of a group of 
Moroccan women. Rabbi Getz, who 
originates from Tunisia, spoke in 
French, exp) the significance 
of the Wall to the Jewish people, 
and also pointed out the nearby 
excavations that date back to the 
Roman period.
